KUIBYSHEYV, April 15 (AP).— 
Soviet troops have smashed 
through the first line of German 
defenses guarding Bryansk, 200 
miles southwest of Moscow, and 
are battling fiercely in the second 
line, dispatches from the front re- 
pected today. 

The direct assault on the forti- 
‘fied lines guarding the key salient 
barely 60 miles from the frontier 
of White Russia was said to have 
developed from an offensive in 
which numerous communities were 
recaptured and 3000 Germans

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WALLACE WINNER 
IN FIGHT TO FREE 
IMPORT PROGRAM 
FROM JESSE JONES 


Shift of Control of Funds 
for Foreign Purchases of 
Vital Materials Is New 
Evidence of His Crumb- 
ling Power.

WASHINGTON, April 15. — The 
crumbling empire of Jesse H. Jones 
has lost another great province 
through President Roosevelt's ex- 
ecutive order transferring to the 
Board of Economic Warfare au- 
thority not only for the procure- 
ment, but the financing and pur- 
chasing of vital raw materials from 
abroad. This responsibility had pre- 
yiously been held by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation and 
jts subsidiaries, which are con- 
trolled by Secretary of Commerce 
Jones in his additional function of 
Federal Loan Administrator. 

Morris Rosenthal has been chosen 
to head the new import division of 
the board. Rosenthal is now an 
assistant director of the board. He 
is a New York importer. 

After weeks of behind-the-scenes 
battling, victory over Jones thus 
came to Vice-President Wallace, 
head of the Board of Economic 
Warfare, and its executive director, 
Milo Perkins. Their chief com- 
plaint was that BEW had no money 
with which to implement its poli- 
cies, that the purse strings were 
tightly held by Jones, and that his 
price-higgling and loan-paring had 
stymied BEW recommendations to 
buy and stock-pile raw materials 
or take them out of possible Axis 


rasp. 
: * sole Power Over Funds. 

Wallace’s agency had complained 
bitterly of the “banker mentality” 
which was alleged to have char- 
acterized RFC’s hesitant moves in 
the foreign economic field. Prior 
to yesterday's order, the RFC war 
agencies held sole power over the 
funds necessary. to buy up foreign 
supplies. These were principally 
Metals Reserve Co., Rubber Reserve 
Co. and Defense Supplies Corpora- 
tion. BEW could act only in an 
advisory capacity, without power of 
the purse, , 

The President’s order pointedly 
instructed BEW to determine 
plans, policies and procedures “of 
the several Federal agencies” in- 
volved in accumulating foreign sup- 
plies, “including the financing 
thereof.” Against the possibility 
that Jones might refuse to surren- 
der contro] in this field, the Presi- 
dent authorized BEW, in case of 
need, to create, organize and fi- 
nance its own corporation or cor- 
porations inside RFC. It is expect- 
ed, however, that Wallace will be 
able to achieve his ends through 
the existing subsidiaries, but that 
he is likely to make sweeping 
changes of personnel among their 
top officials. 

Decline of Jones. 

A frequent complaint against 
Jones was that, as a former bank- 
er, he failed to realize that war 
had changed the center of gravity 
from money to goods. 

The whittling away of the Jones’ 
sovereignty began in January, with 
the creation of the War Produc- 
tion Board and the President's 
delegation of power of .the final 
word throughout the rearmament 
organization to its chairman, Don- 
ald M. Nelson. Nelson did not ex- 
ercise this power In Jones’ case 
until a few days «go, when he ap- 
pointed Arthur B. Newhall as “rub- 

ezar.” 

But at the end of February, De- 
fense Homes Corporation, an RFC 
subsidiary, was removed from his 
jurisdiction and consolidated with 
a central Federal Housing Agency. 
Next, on the suggestion of Nelson 
and the Under Secretaries of War 
and the Navy, the power to make 
working capital loans to war con- 

tors was taken from RFC 
and given directly to the War 
and Navy Departments and the 
Maritime Commission. 

With such precedents, it is 
thought here that BEW may ex- 
tend its power into the Export— 
Import Bank, another RFC sub- 
sidiary operated by Jones in the 
foreign financial field, and that, 
Nelson will not. hesitate if neces- 
Sary to crack down further on 
Jones agencies in the domestic 
érea, such as Defense Plants Cor- 
poration and United States Com- 
mercial Corporation.

Jones was not the only casualty 
of yesterday's executive order. 
BEW was authorized to “advise” 
the State Department on “the 
terms and conditions to be in- 
cluded in the master agreement 
with each nation receiving lease- 
lend aid,” and to take such other 
action as may be necessary “to 
strengthen the international eco- 
nomic relations of the United 
States.” 

The Wallace agency was em- 
powered to deal directly with eco- 
nomic warfare offices of the United 
Nations, thus bypassing the State 
Department, and to send abroad 
its own technical, engineering and. 
economic representatives. These 
delegates in the past have been 
answerable to the State Depart- 
ment, but the order declares that 
such missions in the future will be 
responsible to BEW. 

In view of developments; it is 
recalled that between 1933 and 1940 
the State Department served as 
one of the most formidable bar- 
riers to the acquisition of stock- 
piles of vital materials, including 
rubber and tin. Imports were eval- 
uated, not according to military 
needs, but the attitude of foreign 
countries toward Secretary Hull’s 
reciprocal trade agreements. One 
alleged instance is that for years 
the State Department blocked pur- 
chases of manganese from the So- 
viet Union.

DETROIT, April 15 (AP).—Ford 
Motor Co., it was learned today, 
has developed an automobile tire 
using only a fraction of the amount 
of rubber needed for the conven- 
tional tire. 

Ford engineers, who have been 
experimenting with the new tire 
since the rubber shortage forced 
rationing of all stocks of standard 
tires, have developed a process for 
treating the fabric and using not 
more than one-sixteenth -the 
amount of rubber heretofore used 
in tire manufacturing. 

Company executives are with- 
holding formal announcement of 
the new development pending 
further tests, although trials under 
operating conditions are said to 
have 8s the tire to be capable 
of wi ding great wear.

In May, 1935, the Supreme Court 
declared the NRA setup unconsti- 
tutional and Gen. Johnson re 
signed, explaining that his Blue 
Eagle was now a “sick chicken.” 
Impatient of restraint, he had 
quarréled frequently with fellow 
New Deal officials. He often criti- 
cised the “brain trust” of presi- 
dential advisers and finally, in Oc- 
tober, 1935, he denounced the New 
Deal for “amazing blunders and 
failures” and called it “rule by 
radicals.” 

He once publicly told Harry 
Hopkins to “go to hell.”

Principal Witnesses as In- 
quiry Into Jury System 
Is Opened — Subpenas

Jurors and veniremen in the 
trial of Ear] Jenkins, union busi- 
ness agent, were the chief wit- 
nesses today before the April term 
grand jury which began its inquiry 
into the jury system at a special 
session. ~- 


Acting Circuit Attorney Henry 
G. Morris said 35 witnesses had 
been summoned but declined to dis- 
close their names. In the Jenkins 
case 35 veniremen were examined 
and 21 were found to have union 
affiliations. Two were ex-convicts. 

Morris said there was a “mass 
of evidence” to present to the 
grand jurors and that the investi- 
gation would be thorough and 
hencg would take considerable 
time. The February term grand 
jury conducted a hasty three-day 
investigation on their own motion 
and that of Circuit Judge Harry 
F. Russell, a proponent of the 
present system, and selected the 
State law covering challenges of 
jurors for its sole criticism. 

The present investigation was 
ordered by Circuit Judge William 
S. Connor following Jenkins’ ac- 
quittal of embezzlement, and on 
complaint of Morris as to the type 
of jurymen furnished him.

House Group Increases the 


Tonnage Proposed by} 


Chairman Vinson From 
170,000 to 200,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
Construction of 200,000 tons of sub- 
marines—a $900,000,000 program 
stressing new emphasis on the val- 
ue of submersibles in naval war- 
fare—won swift approval today 
from the House Naval Committee. 

The action came less than a day 
after Representative Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia, chairman of the 
committee, drafted and introduced 
the bill authorizing construction of 
many of the underseas craft that 
have brought heavy damage to 
shipping of both Allied and Axis 
nations. 

After listening to testimony from 
submarine experts of the Navy De- 
partment, the committee increased 
the total authorized tonnage pro- 
posed by Vinson from 170,000 to 
200,000 tons. He declined to di- 
vulge the exact number of subma- 
rines the tonnage would provide. 

Simultaneously, the committee 
completed hearings in executive 
session on a measure to authorize 
expenditure of one billion dollars 
for additional naval shore facili- 
ties, but Vinson said that action on 
reporting that measure had been 
deferred until tomorrow. 

The submarine program would 
provide for more than 125 of the 
present 1500-ton cruiser type un- 
dersea craft. Sixty-five of this 
type previously had been author- 
ized under the 1940 supplementary 
programs, and the Navy last Octo- 
ber had 186 submarines in service. 

Success of American submarines 
now operating in the Pacific and 
Indian Oceans against Japanese 
troops and supply convoys was 
thought to have led to development 
of the new program. Submarine 
commanders have reported sinking 
or damaging 58 Japanese naval and 
supply ships, 

As new submarines come into 
service, American Admirals would 
have the undersea strength to use 
the same wolf-pack tactics against 
the Japanese which the Germans 
have used against Atlantic convoys. 
The United Nations have been able 
to keep ahead of these sinkings 
with their huge shipbuilding pro- 
gram. The Japanese, however, are 
believed to have limited ~ ship- 
building facilities and therefore to 
be especially vulnerable to pro- 
tracted submarine warfare. 

Much of the Japanese shipping 
has to pass through the narrow, 
island-dotted waterways of the 

Southwest Pacific, ideal hunting 
grounds for submarines lying in 
wait for convoys.

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TEACHER TRIED 


BY BOARD ON FAKE

Accused of Getting in 
Schools Through False 
Credentials. 7 


The meeting room of the Board 
of Education held the drama of a 
court trial last night~when a sus- 
pended high gchool teacher was 
heard on charges that he had en— 
tered the system 27 years ago with 
false credentials and that his serv- 
ice for the last 10 years has been 
unsatisfactory. 

The teacher, C., A. Callan, a 
head assistant at Roosevelt High 
School, where he taught commer- 
cial subjects, took the~ stand to 
deny vigorously both charges. 
Superintendent of Instruction

Homer W. :Anderson was called to 
produce records showing Callan 
claimed to have received an A. B. 
degree from Michigan State Nor- 
mal College in 1908, a master’s de- 
gree from the University of Wis- 
consin in 1913, and a commercial 
science degree from the same uni 
versity in 1915. : 
Anderson testified that inquiries 
at these schools brought the reply 
that no record of Callan’s attend- 
ance could be found. .The same 
was true, Anderson said, for the 
teacher’s report that he attended 
the University, of Michigan in 
1908-09. 

Callan’s attorney produced an 
affidavit by his client that he had 
attended the educational -institu- 
tions named, 


Board Delays Decision. 

The attorney said the affidavit 
was made because he had not had 
time before the hearing to visit 
the schools and obtain the records 
sought. The board withheld ac- 
tion on the suspension until its 
meeting next month, with the in- 
struction that Callan’s educational 
record should be produced then. 
On the stand Callan said that 
some of the records probably had 
been lost. He said he was puz- 
zled, however, that no verification 
of his credentials had been ob- 
tained by school officials. 

The teacher said he did not un- 
derstand how he could be. rated 
unsatisfactory by his principal, 
who had visited his room only 
once during the last nine years, 
and then only in the last month. 

Superintendent Questioned. 

Mark D. Bagieton, a board mem- 
ber, asked Anderson: 

“If you offer the record of this 
man as unsatisfactory, what is 
holding up the suspension of the 
66 teachers found by the Instruc- 
tion Committee to have the same 
rating in its recent investiga- 
tion?” 

Anderson replied that Callan’s 
case was “more clear cut.” 

“Did you sit in your office and 
simply look at the marking ‘un- 
satisfactory’ on the personnel 
ecard, or did you call the principal 
before you to see if he was capable 
of giving such a rating?” Eagle- 
ton said to Anderson. 

The superintendent said he had 
considered the confidence he 
placed in the principal. 

“As a board member I don’t 
place much faith in the present 
marking system for teachers,” said 
Eagleton, “but it does seem that 
sufficient time was offered to 
this teacher to produce proof of 
his educational claims.” 

“You're on the ‘spot’,” he said 
to Callan, “and it’s up to you 4 
get off of it.” 


New Rules Committee. 


A resolution to discharge the 
present rules revision committee of 
the board and replace it with a 
new one was offered by Mrs. Irma 
H. Friede, who said: “I feel that 
the committee has not been able to 
work together in a way that would 
accomplish very much at the pres- 
ent time.” 

The resolution obviously was di- 
rected at Dr. Francis C. Sullivan, 
committee chairman, who had a 
sharp exchange of words with 
Mrs. Friede at a recent commit- 
tee meeting. The two have avoid, 
ed one another since that time. 

Board President John A. 
Fieischli said he would appoint a 
new committee soon, after the 
resolution was adopted. Sullivan 
had been at the meeting but left 
before the matter came up. 


New Economy Group. 


The board adopted a resolution 
by Hugo Wurdack for appoint- 
ment of a special board committee 
to look into all departments of the 
school system for possibilities of 
effecting stricter economies. 

“This is no, reflection on any of 
the school officials,” Wurdack told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter; “but is 
simply an effort by the board to 
find ways of keeping within the 
budget—a problem that is getting 
more difficult all the time.” .

FIVE BATTLESHIPS 
IN FRENCH PORTS 


LONDON, April 15 (AP).—While 
a British Foreign Office commen- 
tator said the Vichy Government 
had been reduced to the level 
of’ a ‘nickel Balkan state” by 
the re-entry of Pierre Laval into 
power, different opinions were ex- 
pressed today as to whether that 
event would cause any change in 
control of the French fleet. 

One British source gave it as his 
personal opinion that Vice-Premier 
Admiral Darian would keep con- 
trol of the fleet, his greatest pride, 
and would ‘not “let any authority 
slip out of his hands in that di- 
rection,” 

Diplomats here, however, took an 
opposite view and predicted a com- 
plete reversal of the Vichy policy 
on disposal of ther fleet which 
they described as a “formidable” 
force. 

“At a time when Anglo-American 
naval strength is stretched to the 
limit, the addition of the French 
fleet to the Axis navies would be 
a very grave blow indeed,” one 
diplomatic source commented. 

The British source who expressed 
doubt that Darlan would turn the 
fleet over, however, also discount- 
ed its value to Hitler even if he 
did get it. 

The French fleet was “efficient 
up to a point,” he said, but he 
doubted that it “would be. highly 
efficient. in operations.” 

Observers pointed out that the 

French fleet has been inactive for 
nearly two years, unable to engage 
in maneuvers or exercises. 
This fleet is known to consist of 
at least three battleships, the 26,- 
500-ton Strasbourg, the 26,500-ton 
Dunkerque, and the 22,189-ton Pro- 
vence. 

The Strasbourg, torpedoed by 
the British in the battle of Oran 
in 1940, and the Dunkerque, also 
damaged at Oran, recently were 
taken to Toulon and are believed 
to be ready for action. The Prov- 
ence, which also was crippled at 
Oran, probably has been repaired. 

In addition there are the 35,000- 
ton Jean Bart, towed in an incom- 
plete state of construction to Casa- 
blanca in Morocco in 1940 ahd 
probably still unfinished, and the 
35,000 ton Richelieu, damaged by 
the British at Dakar, but used 
there as a floating fort.

Justice today faced the possibility 
of being barred from the mails. 

Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker yesterday ordered the 
Royal Oak (Mich.) ‘postmaster to 
withhold the publication from the 
mails until officials at Washington 
determine its mailabilty, a proce- 
dure which officials said barred the 
tabliod from the mails immediately 
and set a hearing for April 29 on 
whether the paper’s mailing privi- 
leges should be revoked. 

The Rev, Charles E. Coughlin, 

who helped found the weekly in 
1936 but who said he no longer was 
editor, owner or publisher, chal- 
lenged Attorney General Francis 
Biddle to “summon me to Wash- 
ington” to defend it. 
In disavowing last July any con- 
nection with Social Justice, Father 
Coughlin said the paper was owned 
by his parents, Thomas J. and 
Amelia Coughlin. 


Biddle Makes Charges. 


Biddle, author of the charges 
against the weekly, asserted in a 
letter to Walker that it had mir- 
rored “the enemy propaganda war 
being waged against this country 
from abroad.”

Promptly:he (or she) threw 
away one Stimson clipping and re- 
duced the other to one paragraph, 
Next, mail examiner 4102-4076 
pounced on a clipping from the 
March 16 issue of a national news 
weekly and snipped out the name 
of a torpedoed destroyer whose 
survivors “told grim tales of how. 
the explosion of the ship killed 
many sailors who had swum clear.” 
A correspondent, who carries many 
a vital military secret locked up 
beyond the merest whisper, had to 
visit the hotel magazine counter 
to learn the name of the destroyer.

Laval Reported 
To Desire Amity 
OfU.S. and Nazis 


British Radio Also 
Quotes Him on 
Hope for French 
Peace Settlement. 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP). 
HE British radio said Pierre 
Laval, newly returned to pow- 
er in the Petain government, 

told interviewers at Vichy last 
night he wanted to maintain 
friendly relations with both Ger- 
many and the United States. 

The British broadcast said Laval 
also expressed hope of obtaining 
peace with the Axis with a guar- 
antee of French independence and 
integrity. 

“The problems he was setting 
himself to solve,” the broadcast 
said he related, “were first, the 
maintenance and integrity of the 
French empire; second, Vichy’s at- 
titude in the war between Ger- 
many and Britain, and third, dis- 
position of Alsace and Lorraine.” 

To keep the friendship of both 
Germany and the United States 
would be an amazing feat if he 
could accomplish it. 
Fascist-Minded. 

A former Premier and Foreign 
Minister of pre-war France, the 
Corsica-born Laval. had Fascist 
leanings long before the outbreak 
of the present world conflict. 

Seeking an understanding with 
Italy despite Benito Mussolini’s ag- 
gressive plans to seize Ethiopia, 
Laval worked out a plan with Sir 
Samuel Hoare of Britain in 1935 
whereby Italy would get a sizeable 
chunk of Ethiopia without fight- 
ing. The plan backfired on both 
men when their people learned of 
it. Laval’s anti-British feelings 
have been apparent ever since then, 

Laval was Petain’s influential 
operative before the French Na- 
tional Assembly July 10, 1940, when 
that body approved the establish- 
ment of an authoritarian govern- 
ment for defeated France. 

He was tagged Petain’s heir-ap- 
parent until the old Marshal sud- 
denly ousted him later that year 
without explanation. His undoing 
then was said to be his eagerness 
to hasten collaboration with Ger- 
many. In fact, he was said to have 
been so eager that he plotted to

HE phrase “total war” has more significance to correspondents 
gathering and writing news literally “under the gun” than to any 
other group outside the armed forces. Their harrowing adven- 


tures and narrow escapes parallel the exciting events they report. 
Several have been seriously wounded, some have barely escaped drown- 
ing, others have been captured, and some have been killed. 


The National Broadcasting Co. 
reporter, Don Bell, is thought to 
have died at Jap hands after the 
fall of Manila. Best information 
available indicates that his col- 


league, Bert Silen, is a prisoner. 
It was Silen and Bell who broad- 
cast Dec. 8 the eyewitneds account 
of the bombing of Manila with 
background sound effects provided 
by exploding missiles. 


A Reuters man, A. Massey An- 
derson, was killed in the same ac- 
tion in the Meliterranean which 
Larry Allen of the Associated 
Press survived after his ship, the 
cruiser Galatea, was sunk. Both 
reporters were on the aircraft car- 
rier Illustrious when it underwent 
hours of dive-bombing and sus- 
tained several hits. Leigh White 
of the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem was. severely wounded in 
Greece and spent several weeks on 
short rations in a hospital there 
before he was able to get out and 
eventually return to the United 
States. Godfrey H. P. Anderson, 
the British journalist who wrote 
for the AP from several African 
battle fronts, was captured in 
Libya. Preston Grover, also of the 
Associated Press, narrowly avoid- 
ed the “missing in action” list 
when he was able to leap from his 
torpedoed vessel to the deck of a 
destroyer. Wes Gallagher was 
bombed out of his hotel room in 
Salonika. Ralph Barnes of the 
New York Herald Tribune was 
killed in a flying accident in the 
Balkans. Cecil Brown of the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System was 
on the battle cruiser Repulse when 
it went down under enemy aerial 
attack. He miraculously escaped 


death from drowning or shellfire, 
turning up in Singapore with his 
story a few hours after he was 
reported missing. Fred Bates on 
NBC recently returned from Lon- 
don with shrapnel-torn hands and 
facial scars resulting from a Nazi 
raid that destroyed his office. 
Rohert St. John, who fled ahead 
of the Germans from the Balkans 
and Greece, still carries Axis bul- 
lets in his legs. 


Yates McDaniel remained in 
Singapore for the AP until he was 
able to send out the message, “This 
is really the last word,” then made 
his escape on a ship that was 
bombed to bits shortly after it put 
to sea. He and other survivors, 
after many hardships, finally made 
their way to Java and Batavia 
where they again found themselves 
under hostile gunfire and again 
escaped, this time to Australia.

Indian liberation is not shaken, as you 
suggest, and by so doing you are giving 
@ wrong impression to your readers. 

We of the Allied nations, who have 
watched a united and strong China being 
forged in the very teeth of adversity, 
know that this might be achieved in In- 
dia now. Nor would the voluntary sur- 
render of British interests in India spell 
the alternative of Japanese domination 
any more than did the compulsory sur- 
render of British, French and American 
interests spell victory for the Japanese 
in China. 

The alternative is actually well-organ- 
ized guerrilla warfare on a large scale in 
India. For this India must have some 
say, along with the Allied nations, as to 
the disposal of her armed forces. Further- 
more, she must have small arms for the 
Indian masses. 

Nehru is a realist when he asks of 
Britain the permission to go ahead and 
resist the Japanese invasion as China has 
resisted in China. We must not forget | 
how often the Japanese have bombed 
Chungking. 

Nehru is India’s man of the hour. He 
ef all people knows the potentialities of 
India’é millions. Morebdver, he knows the 
Chinese situation as well as Chiang 
‘knows the Indian. In addition, he knows 
that the Indian masses who have suf- 
fered as he himself has suffered in the 
cause of freedom will not follow where 
the British army officer leads. Nehru 

knows that only under Indian leadership 
will the Indian. masses rally to the full- 
est defense of their country. Meanwhile, 
the British Government continues to be 
- blind to this situation. 

Given Nehru’s leadership, a united In- 
dia would be forged along with the forg-

Is it because no special 
statute was violated? Whatever the law may be, 
most Americans believe that no company has a right 
to go so far in the quest of monopolistic profits that. 
it is risking the nation’s safety. And this pact with 
the Nazi gunsmiths—even though we were not yet in 
the shooting war—surely was running a grave risk. 
Ordinary people believe that it is indefensible at 
any time to enter into an agreement which tends to 
give a foreign power an ample supply of vital war 
material while at the same time it converts that 
item into a scarce one at home. . 

That is the great evil of the international cartel 
system, whose operations are receiving a wholesome 
if belated airing in the present inquiries. Whatever 
defense American companies may offer as to specific 
transactions, the monstrous system as a whole can- 
not be defended. It means the dominance of a 
great profit-seeking combine over the people and the 
government of every country where it operates. It 
subordinates national defense and economic welfare 
to the ruling principle of “business as usual” for the 
partners. 

If these exposures are to have any permanent 
value, it is in proving the urgent necessity for 
smashing this super-government, and throwing off 
its strangling control of strategic commodities. 

Whatever the would-be economic masters of the 
world think about it, most of the people still believe 
that national safety is the first law. And it is a 
good guess that the Senate committee will take a 
similar view of these cases. 2

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SECRETARY KNOX ON THE 40-HOUR WEEK. 

Another devastating blow was inflicted upon the 
campaign for suspension of the 40-hour law yester- 
day, when Secretary of the Navy Knox flatly stated 
his opposition to such a move. It would mean a 10 
per cent cut in the income of workers, the Secretary 
said, Instead of increasing production, it would re- 
sult “only in confusion and delay.” . 

Secretary Knox wants America to win the war, and 
he knows that victory in the Battle of Production is 
a vital preliminary. He has never been a labor 
spokesman. Like Donald Nelson, he would instantly 
advocate repeal of the overtime provision of the 
present law if he thought it stood in the way of pro- 
duction and victory. His opposition to this proposed 
change, and his statement that there is no need for 
labor legislation so far as the Navy is concerned, 
must be received with respect. . 

Grant that those who advocate doing away with 
overtime pay are sincere. Grant that they are con- 
vinced production would leap upward immediately if 
time-and-a-half were abolished or modified. Are 
these persons not beginning to be impressed by the 
stand of the President, the leading production of- 
ficials and the foremost military officials of the 
United States? Surely these leaders can be cred- 
ited with having studied this problem carefully and 
having arrived at a conscientious conclusion as to 
what is best for the country, 
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ARE THEY SMUG AND COMPLACENT? 

The American people are allegedly smug, com- 
placent and lackadaisical about the war, and yet 5589 
of them have spontaneously donated over $478,000 to 
the Government because they wanted to contribute 
directly to America’s victory. ‘These contributions 
seem to have come from persons of relatively mod- 
est circumstances, for according to the Treasury’s 
statements, individual donations average about $85 
apiece. Several persons, however, gave all their life 
savings. In addition to those who sent in cash, 
others donated precious personal possessions, like 
rings, watches and even gold teeth. A recent instance 
is the $100 donation of George, William and Joseph 
Memos,’ Albanian-born residents of St. Louis, who 
also gave $50 to local civilian defense.

: Mr. Farish also maintains the German 
company did furnish much-desired infor- 
mation on production of raw materials for 
buna rubber from oil, and withheld only 
the detail of their Government-sponsored 
program of producing buna rubber from 
coal, 

In justice to the company, it must be 
recognized that if Standard had not had a 
patent exchange agreement with the Ger- 
man company, this country would not now 
have the buna patents (a German dis-| 
covery) from which a large part of our 
artificial rubber will be manufactured. It 
remains to be proved whether we or Ger- 
many gained most by the exchange.

Frenchmen: Not all the infamies 
of Darlan or of Laval shall stand 
between you and the restoration of 
your birthright.” 

Before that Laval, in May, 1941, 
had asserted that “the war will be 
finished this year with a German 
victory.” He made clear that he 
believed France’s salvation lay in 
a Nazi victory. Democracy, he 
said, was dead as a form of gov- 
ernment,

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— ————— of. this. quasi-official 
status came quietly about a year 
ago when Kent Cooper, general 
Manager of the Associated Press, 
convinced that war for the United 
States was inevitable, conclyded 
that it would be indiscreet to with- 
draw correspondents from Axis na- 
tions because a mass exodus of 
newspaper men would precipitate 
& war as certainly as would the 
sudden departure of a diplomatic 


| mission. 


In behalf of all foreign corre- 
spondents, Cooper induced the 
State Department at Washington 
to negotiate reciprocal agreements 
with Axis nations whereby the 
writers abroad would receive pro- 
tection and immunity identical to 
that accorded interned diplomats. 
Many newspapers and each of the 
news agencies have men interned 
in enémy countries, but it. is as- 
sumed that they are receiving 
treatment comparable to that of 
Japanese, . German and. Italian 
newsmen here, quartered at  luxuri- 
ous hotels. 


Men Were on Spot. 


The day that Hitler repatriated 
Germans in Latvia, about a year 
ago, Cooper was convinced that 
the Nazis and Russians eventual- 
ly would meet on the battlefield. 
He began dispatching AP men to 


ikey points in Russia, Turkey, Iran, 


Iraq and Java on the old newspa- 
per theory that “hell was going to 
break loose” and he wanted a man 
there when it happened, Other 
news agencies such as Interna- 
tional News Service and United 
Press, radio networks and many 
publications followed similar 
courses. Thus American corre- 
spondents were prepared to sup- 
ply news from virtually any corner 
of the world, however remote. 
Cooper, for example, .was con- 


ivinced that an attack from Japan 


was imminent two months before 
Pearl Harbor, when many nation- 
als of the Axis partner were evac- 
uated from the United States. To 
avoid appearance of mass exo- 
dus, he permitted two of his staff 
to remain in Tokyo while he dis 
patched the other two immediately 
to. Manila. This placed four men 
in the Philippines. Two of the 
four remained.in Manila, where 
they are now prisoners, on the the- 
ory it would remain an open city 
and Clark Lee and Dean Schedler 
joined MacArthur in the field. 
Lee’s vivid stories from the Ba- 
taan battleground not only attract- 
ed the plaudits of his readers and 
editors, but were the subject of 
flattering survey in the authorita- 
tive Infantry Journal, a semi-offi- 
cial military journal for Army men 
in which they were appraised from 
the viewpoint of military value.

The report of Feb. 5 and all he 
has written before give us the 
measure of our own and the hardy 
Philippine forces, and of their 


foes.” 


Fooling the Enemy. 
Incidentally, when circum- 
stances led Cooper to transfer Lee 
from Bataan, the problem was how 
to instruct him “to out” without 
disclosing the move to the enemy, 
Cooper recalled that Lee had been 
stationed previously in China with 
Correspondent Spencer Moosa who 
had been sent to another Chinese 
city. Cooper cabled Lee: “Moosa 
is getting lonely.” Lee got the idea,

Selection of the correspondents 
by news services usually is deter- 
mined on the basis of previous ex- 
iperience, personal preferences of 
the staff men and their demon- 
strated ability at gathering and 
writing news.

Occasionally an assignment 
is determined by exigency. Sched- 
ler, for instance, formerly was fi- 
nancial editor of the Manila Bulle- 
ton. On Lee’s arrival at Manila, 
a post to which he fitted naturally 
due to long experience in the 
Orient, he recruited Schedler as 
assistant. It was. not until 
after Lee confirmed his appoint- 
ment from the embattled Philip- 
pines that Schedler was put on the 
payroll, Others have been .§dis- 
patched to important points be- 
cause they happened to be conven- 
iently located when emergencies 
arose; still others, in the manner 
of Leland Stowe’s timely Norwe-

It is Cooper’s opinion that the ex- 
pose type of reporting has accepted 
and important’ functions. 

“There is nothing disloyal about 
truthful criticism if the motive is 
patriotic and the disclosure is not 
of benefit to the enemy,” he said. 
“However, I do think that the 
critic should be sure of his ground 
and that the Government should 
be given an opportunity to answer 
or explain with original publica- 
tion. In other words; I don’t be- 
lieve that it is the function of 
newspapers to build up a prejudice 
against the United States.” 

For a case in point, it will be 
recalled that a story was broad- 
cast and published that an Amer- 
ican naval officer had asserted thet 


some of his anti-aircraft ammuni-|a 


tion was defective and had failed 
in battle because it was deterior- 
ated from age. This statement was 
promptly denied at Washington by 
naval authorities. 

“If the story was“factual and by 
reason of the exposure official ac- 
tion was taken to remedy the evil, 
it was a patriotic step toward win- 
ning the war,” Cooper continued. 
“However, only disclosure of the 
actual facts.can determine its val- 
ue and sometimes that is possible 
only after a war is won or lost. 
Therefore, a great responsibility 
hangs over the head of the re- 
porter or publication sponsoring an 
exposure of that nature. 

“Hence the judgment of a war 
correspondent, regardless of mili- 
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duration to send news from Burma, 
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pear to be humdrum, no one who 
knows is under any illusion that

EASLES is a great spring dis- 

ease. It is probably the most 

universal disease in the world. 
It is even more universal than 
pregnancy because it affects both 
sexes. 


In one out of a million cases it 


is fairly serious, the rest of the 


time it is a mild disease and might 
as well be gotten over in infancy. 
There are some physicians and 
public health officials who run 
around like chickens with their 
heads off and try to prevent 
measles. 


" In the first place you might as 


well try to prevent rain, snow and 
sun, and in the second place, I 
think it is a good thing for a child 
to have measies and get it over. 
The only serious cases of measles 
are those which occur in institu- 
tions where children are gathered 
together in groups, such as orphan 
asylums and boarding schools. 


We had a terrible time with 
measles in the Army in 1917 and 
1918, because we didn’t realize how 
cross infections made serious com- 
plications. The serious complica- 
tion of measles is a broncho-pneu- 
monia which apparently comes 
from the inhalation of cough drop- 
lets _and  sputam droplets from 
other measles patients.

HAT Guy Trail, who writes 
to the Letters From the 
+’ People column of the 
Post-Dispatch, is the guy who did 
what every Missouri newspaper 
man is forever saying he is going 
to do and never does. He got him- 
self an Ozark fruit farm. He is 
living on it and making a living 
on it and knows the fullness of 
life that is reserved for the man 
who knows what he wants to do 
and does it. It suits him to share 
that fullness with the disinherited 
of the earth by telling about it in 
the letters that he writes. 

Guy Trail started out to be a 
newspaper man and at first, in 
common with most of the breed, 
he never expected to be anything 
else. He attended the University 
of Missouri's School of Journalism, 
from which he graduated with the 
second class in 1914. Somebody, 
probably somebody who hadn't ma- 
triculated at a school of journal- 
ism, told him the. thing for him to 
do was to change jobs frequently 
and in that way gain the experi- 
ence that old time newspaper men 
considered more important than 
all the schools of journalism in 
the world. 

It looked like good advice to 
Trail and for a stretch of years 
he followed it, running papers or 
working on them in Monett, Mary- 
ville, Springfield and a few other 
Missouri towns. Then he went to 
Miami, Ok., and ran a paper there 
for three years until the first World 
War came along. By way of a com- 
plete change he signed up and 
went across. When he came back 
he made a change of climate to 
Tucson, Ariz. 


Arizona was the turning point 
in Trail’s career, from newspaper- 
ing to farming. He went to the 
University of Arizona and studied 
horticulture. That gave him the 
idea that, although he had made 
out pretty good as a newspaper 
man, farming might be his best 
bet. Trail had not been a news- 
paper man long before he discov- 
ered that all newspaper men had 
the fruit farm bug. It was all that 
they talked about when the paper 
had been put to bed. The older 
men especially. Theirs was a case 
of hope deferred but hope that 
knew no defeat. “When I get me 
a fruit farm out here in the 
Ozarks”—and s0 on. 

‘There was one, here and there, 
who had cut loose and made the 
plunge. These had come back, ac- 
knowledging failure, poor in re- 
sults but rich in explanations. If 
it hadn’t been for this or that 
they would have made a go of it. 
Next time they would know bet- 
ter. There was nothing like ex- 
perience to teach a fellow how to 
go about a thing like that. 


Young Trail, listening, made up 
hig mind that although there might 
be nothing to the endless talk 
about Ozark fruit farms, a little 
piece of land would be a _ nice 
thing to have; just in case.

This was the tale that he told: 

“Cynics in a cynical world may 
sneer at the story of Thad Snow’s 
old black cow, but intelligent man- 
agement sometimes works won- 
ders. Take the case of my two 
coon dogs: 

“Lil and Luly were the best hunt- 
ers in the county, but late in life 
they let their enthusiasm for the 
kill develop in them a most exas- 
perating habit.
